What is the Montana eMarketCenter Coordinator? 
 The primary representative from an enrolled 

state or entity that helps prepare, 
implement, and maintain the eMarketCenter 
application in their respective organization.   

 Provides all training necessary to new users

 Provides all spend reports for the 
State/Entity upon request 

 They serve as a liaison between the WSCA-
NASPO eMarketCenter Site Administrator 
and their respective purchasing community.

Users 

The Montana eMarketCenter is designed to electronically enable 
access and online purchasing capabilities to WSCA-NASPO Price Agreements. 
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•Each user will have their own 
user name and password – both 
are case sensitive 

•Users are assigned specific 
roles to control permissions and 
visibility: 

• Shopper – Can shop for 
items, but cannot submit 
a cart (complete the 
order.) 

• Buyer – Can shop for 
items AND submit carts 
that they created or 
were assigned from a 
shopper.   (These are 
typically pCard holders 
within an organization)

Punch-out Catalogs 
• Supplier creates a Entity-specific punchout site  

• Users shop for items on the sites, add items to carts/baskets, and return 
to eMarketCenter to complete ordering 



Product Search 

• Search with the “What are you looking for” 
bar at the top  
• Limit search to product category 
• Enter keyword or Go to Advanced Search 



Advanced Product Search 

• Advanced search attributes relevant 
to product category 

• Provide flexible search options: 
•Key Words 
•Supplier 
•Part Number  
•Manufacturer Name 



Search Results 

• Rich content with pictures & detail descriptions 

• Filter results to pinpoint among broad, initial 
searches 

• Select quickly and with assurance 

• Eliminate paper catalogs 



Search Results 

•Filter results by supplier or category 
•Sort by best match, part number, 

price, etc.. 
•Easy Icons to show key SKU 

information like radio active, recycled, 
etc 



Product Comparison 

• View similar options fast and easily with normalized product data 
• Sort by price and other product attributes 
• Assist in product selection with extensive product attributes  
•NOTE:  Product Compare works only with products HOSTED in the eMarketCenter  



Favorites 

Manage Favorite items 
and folders more easily, 
without having to switch 
tabs 

Find Favorite items much 
more quickly with the 
split-pane interface 



Shopping Cart 

• Use like any consumer-based shopping cart 
feature to add, remove or edit quantity 

• Review and select any and all items needed 
from multiple suppliers in one cart 

• Reinforce purchasing decision with clear 
presentation of item(s) 



Shopping Cart 

• Intuitive, guided checkout process analogous 
to leading consumer eCommerce experience 

• Ability to update ShipTo Address and include a 
Purchasing Card 

• Comprehensive history to track, report on and 
identify usage trends and challenges 



Binary Fountain 

• Binary Fountain collects all spend data from the 
eMarketCenter as well as vendor generated sales 
reports 

• State Coordinators have access to extract spend 
reports for each entity 

• Multiple reports can be extracted and created 
based on the entities needs 



Binary Fountain 

• Multiple reports can be extracted and created 
based on the entities needs 

• Line item detail reports can be extracted and 
exported into Excel 

• Cost saving is based on MSRP price vs the WSCA-
NASPO final discounted price user paid
